Coming at a time when there is ani- 


mated discussion of schemes for utilis- 
ing falllnt; water as a substitute for 
coal in the production of energy, the 
report from California concerning a 
still different source of power may be 
drawn upon when our fuel reserves 
have been exhausted Is of more than 
academic interest. A dispatch from 
San Francisco states that thero waa 
encountered in a test well recently 
drilled in the geyser fields of Sonoma 
county sufficient heat and pressure to 
do 2,000 horsepower of work.- 
One 


thousand wells sunk in the region, it 
is suggested, tcould at this rate be 
capable of developing 2,009,000. horser 
power,-or more than enough-to .fun 
every train and turn every factory 
wheel' on the Pacific Coast. 


Practical application has already 


been made of this source of power in 
Italy. At t/ardarello, near Florence, 
in a region of hot springs, holes hare 
been drilled which, discharge .large 
volumes .'of., high-pressure ". steam,' 
•which Is being used in turbines 
to 


generate. about 10,000 horsepower ot 
energy. 
An unfavorable tenure of 


tho scheme, however, is 
that 
tfte 


steam contains, acids, which, corroded 
the metals 'with which they came in 
contact. 


At Solfatara, near Naples, a similar 


project has been undertaken to sup- 
ply power to tbe manufacturing- es- 
tablishment* in "the ^district 
Sir 


Charles Parsons, formerly president 
of the British Society for 
the Ad- 


vancement of Science, commenting on 
this, said: "It seems • • '•-.probable 
that In volcanic regions a very 'large 
amount of power may be, in the fu- 
ture, obtained' directly or" Indirectly 
by boring; Into the earth, nnd-'that the 
whola' subject merits the moat careful 
consideration."

.It ,1s not only In volcanic "regions, 


however, that Sir Charles thinks it 
may be possible to draw heat from the 
interior of the earth.. He has jrp- 
posefl that a shaft be sank to a depth 
of twelve miles; which he-, estimates 
•would cost 125,000,000, and. taie. 86 
years. Of course, it would not be 
neceasary to go to .that depth to en- 
counter 'intense heat.
